House fire kills 17-year-old 



by GLORIA DAVIS 

The Antioch Fire Dept. handled its first 
Fire fatality in 10 years on Monday, June 7, 
when Robbie Sili, 17, was found' dead near a 
window in the burning home owned by his 
parents in Cranda li Subdivision on Lake 
Catherine. 

The two-story, single family, frame house, 
owned by Renzio Sili, was almost completely 
destroyed, although the fire was put. out 
within minutes of the recovery of the youth's 1 
body. •- 

According to Antioch Fire Chief Todd 
Maplethorpe, the fire call came in at 2:10 
a.m. and his department was on the scene at 
2:14 a.m... 



As soon as they arrived, the firemen were 
told by the father that the 17-year-old was 
still in the burning house and Capt. Ray 
Gallaher went in a window wearing an air 
pac to find the young man succumbed near 
the window his father had told him to escape 
through. 

Maplethorpe said that the fire apparently 
started when the younger Sili left a French 
{ryer_ in an electric stove on when he fell 
asleep. 

. The pah burned through and the burning 
grease set the house ablaze. . . 

The parents escaped the burning structure 
after the father lost his son in the smoke.

According to West Palm Beach County* 
States Atty. Maurice Hall, the trial of 
William Haley, 40, Antioch, on charges of 
drug.traf ticking, lias been continued because 
Haley's lawyer is involved in a case in 
another Florida County and was not able to 
appear in court on the trial date, June 4, set 
four months ago. 

Hall said the the prosecutor's office was 
apprised of this fact on June 3 when one of 
the state's witnesses was .being deposed by 
the defense. 

The new trial date has not been set. Haley 
and James Amoroso. Mc Henry, were im-. 
plicated by Robert HoTf man, 34, Lake Villa, 
and Woodrow Wilson, 28, Colorado, who were 
arrested an West Palm Beach in spring of 
1981, when a twin engine Cessna, owned by 
William Zeigler, Rounds Lake, was con- 



fiscated by Federal authorities along with 
$476,000 worth of marijuana. 

Zeigler's plane was released by customs 
authorities and re-confiscated in January by 
customs officials at Ft. Meyers Airport, Fort 
Meyers, Fla., when marijuana traces were 
found in the plane. Two area men, Frank 
Marotta, 35, LindenhursC and Allan Ken- 
nedy, 47, Antioch, were'arrested at the scene' 
and charged with violating a Florida state 
statute forbidding the carrying of firearms. 

According to Atty. James Reilly, his 
clients Marotta and Kennedy were arraigned 
by mail with their appearance in a Ft. 
Meyer's courtwaived. 

They pled not guilty to the charge of 
carrying fireanis and their trial is set for 
June2l in Florida.
